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THE KOOPMAN COLLECTION 


The late Henry Koopman, pioneer and dean of the antiquari- 
ans in New York, was born at Zwolle, Holland, in 1849. He es- 
tablished himself in 1883 at Seventeenth Street, near Broadway. 
Probably no man who ever came to New York gave or received 
more kindly and generous consideration than he. 

The American Art Association has accepted the sale of the 
Koopman Estate with special pleasure, remembering many past 
transactions and the fine integrity of its original owner. 

The Collection is extremely diversified, and many of the items 
are of great interest for country houses. The antique fumi- 
ture includes English of the Jacobean, William and Mary, Queen 
Anne and Georgian Periods; French, Italian, Spanish and Dutch 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries ; rare early American 
in maple, oak, walnut, mahogany and pine, exemplified by side- 
boards, cabinets, bureaus, court cupboards, mirrors, tables, nu- 
merous needlework and tapestry chairs, settees and benches. 
Among these is an exceptionally interesting William and Mary 
marquetry cabinet; an American carved walnut sofa in the Chip- 
pendale manner similar to the one in the Rhode Island Academy 
of Design which originally came from the Pendleton Collection 
and is illustrated by Vincent Lockwood, page 154, figure 656; a 
mounted mahogany Louis XVI escritoire from the Chateau d’Eu 
and signed by Leiq)sher ; notable early American sideboards ; sets 
of and single chairs in the much sought after petit and gros 
point needlework, both French and English; a large Georgian 
table of distinction and two Chippendale mirrors with excellent 
lines. 

The silver includes many Georgian and Dutch specimens, Louis 
XV Tureens and service plates from the well-known Kotschoubey 
Collection, Paris. 

The Chinese Pottery and Porcelain ranges from the Han to 
the Ch’ien-lung periods and includes a fine blue and white five- 
piece garniture ; a pair of celadon vases of the Ch’ien-lung period, 
numerous Ming pottery figures and about forty electric lamps 
fitted with decorative shades. 


Among the bronze, ivory and marble busts, groups, clocks, 
candelabra and wall appliques are an important pair of Flemish 
Renaissance torcheres from Malines Cathedral and a bust of 
Napoleon by Canova. 

Delft faience, French and English porcelains, include William 
of Orange plates, a delightful tea set by Barr, Flight & Barr, 
two important vases b}^ Grainger, several Crown Derby tea, fruit 
and dinner services by Duesbury ; and Chelsea and other figurines. 

Chinese Lowestoft is well represented by a rare armorial din- 
ner service, vases and many exceptionally fine plates and bowls. 

Irish and English glass of the eighteenth century ; Waterford 
and Bristol, includes lustres, chandeliers, candelabra, compotiers 
and vases, many cut with unique patterns of great beauty. 

Antique brocades, damasks, velvets and tapestries include 
cushions, table centers, useful decorative vestments and two seven- 
teenth century Aubusson verdure tapestries. 

Seventeenth and eighteenth century English, French and Ital- 
ian brass and iron andirons, grates, lanterns, torcheres and gates, 
including a most notable collection of fire backs from the Chateau 
de St. Cloud acquired by Mr. Henry Koopman subsequently 
to the burning and sacking of the ChMeau by the Prussians in 
1870; and numerous old English cast-iron garden benches, tables 
and vases that will prove of timely interest for the country house. 

Decorative French, English and Dutch paintings; portraits, 
flower-pieces, architectural ruins, including three distinguished 
sets of wall panels of exceptional merit. 


CONDITIONS OF SALE 


I. Rejection of bids: Any bid which is not commensurate 
with the value of the article offered or which is merely a nominal 
or fractional advance may be rejected by the auctioneer if in his 
judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

II. The buyer: The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and 
if any dispute arises between two or more bidders, the auctioneer 
shall either decide the same or put up for re-sale the lot so in 
dispute. 

III. Identification and part payment by buyer: The name 
of the buyer of each lot shall be given immediately on the sale 
thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall sign a card giving 
the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and 
address. 

Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all 
or such part of the purchase prices as may be required. 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot 
or lots so purchased may at the option of the auctioneer be put up 
again and re-sold. 

Risk after purchase: Title passes upon the fall of the 
auctioneer’s hammer and thereafter neither the consignor nor the 
Association is responsible for the loss or any damage to any article 
occasioned by theft, fire, breakage or any other cause. 

V. Delivery of purchases: Delivery of any purchases will 
be made only upon payment of the total amount due for all 
purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage 
warehouse to which purchases may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 1 P. M. on sales’ davs and on 
other days — except holidays, when no deliveries will be made — 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art 
Galleries will be made only during the forenoon following the day 
of sale unless by special notice or arrangement to the contrary. 


Deliveries at the storage warehouse to which goods may have 
been sent will be made on any day other than holida 3 ^s between 
the hours of 9 and 5. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost 
or mislaid may be made at the discretion of the auctioneer during 
the session of the sale at which they were sold. 

VI. Storage in default of prompt payment and calling for 
goods : Articles not paid for in full and either not called for by 
the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order by noon of the 
day following that of the sale will be turned over by the Associa- 
tion to some carter to be carried to and stored in some warehouse 
until the time of the delivery therefrom to the purchaser, and the 
cost of such cartage and storage will be charged against the pur- 
chaser and the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal 
or storage will be upon the purchaser. 

NOTE: The limited space of the Delivery Rooms 
of the Association makes the above requirements 
necessary, and it is not alone for the benefit of the 
Association, but also for that of its patrons, whose 
goods otherwise would have to be so crowded as to 
be subject to damage and loss. 

VII. Shipping: Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases 
is a business in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and 
will not be performed by the Association for purchasers. The 
Association will, however, afford to purchasers ever^^ facility for 
employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; 
doing so, however, without any assumption of responsibility on 
its part for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such 
service. 

VIII. Guaranty: The Association exercises great care to 
catalogue every lot correctly and endeavors therein and also at 
the actual time of sale to point out any error, defect or imperfec- 
tion, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the 
Association of the correctness of the description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of any lot and no sale will be set aside 
on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or imper- 
fection not noted or pointed out. Every lot is sold ‘‘as is” and 
without recourse. 


Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its 
sale, and the Association will give consideration to the opinion of 
any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incor- 
rectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter sell the lot 
as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who 
thereby will become responsible for such damage as might result 
were his opinion without foundation. 

IX. Buying on order: Buying or bidding by the Associa- 
tion for responsible parties on orders transmitted to it by mail, 
telegraph or telephone will be faithfully attended to without 
charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to 
the foregoing conditions of sale except that, in the event of a 
purchase of a lot of one or more books by or for a purchaser who 
has not through himself or his agent been present at the exhibi- 
tion or sale, the Association will permit such lot to be returned 
within ten days from the date of sale and the purchase money will 
be refunded if the lot in any manner differs from its catalogue 
description. 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and 
given with such plainness as to leave no room for misunderstand- 
ing. Not only should the lot number be given, but also the title, 
and bids should be stated to be so much for the lot, and when the 
lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects of art, the 
bid per volume or piece should also be stated. If the one trans- 
mitting the order is unknown to the Association, a deposit should 
be sent or reference submitted. Shipping directions should also 
be given. 

Priced Catalogues: Priced copies of the catalogue or any 
session thereof, will be furnished by the Association at charges 
commensurate with the duties involved in copying the necessary 
information from the records of the Association.

823 — Carved Mahogany Highboy Chippendale Period 

Kej-dentiled, molded cornice; with similar canted pediment 
and open scrolled cartouche center terminal. Fitted with 
two short and three long drawers, canted pilasters of geo- 
metric sunk fret. Lower portion with three long drawers, 
the center with fall writing front; interior fitted with small 
drawers and pigeonholes; inset, quarter-round, reed-fluted 
pilasters. On short cabriole legs enriched with leaf and 
shell knees and bird feet ; leaf-scrolled apron with shell cen- 
ter. Trimmed with original brass bail-handles and locks.

824 — Inlaid Mahogany Cabinet English Eighteenth Century 
Upper portion with scroll-molded pediment ; enclosed with 
two glazed doors; interior fitted with three shelves and 
lined with patterned rose silk. Extending lower portion 
with serpentined front; fitted with drawer and two doors. 
Inlaid with festooned husks and lines apparently at a sub- 
sequent period. 

Height, 6 feet 6 inches; width, 3 feet 1 inch. 


825 — Carved Oak Refectory Table Jacobean Period 

Massive oblong top in one piece. Frieze fitted with drawer 
and enriched with pateraed geometric strap arabesques on 
front and plain arabesques on ends and sides. Supported 
on balustered legs with box stretcher. Rich dark patina.

826 — Mahogany Cabinet Chippendale Period 

Dentiled molded cornice of fine contour; frieze with unusual 
arched fret motives; enclosed by two glazed doors enriched 
with lozenge and oblong lattice ; interior with four movable 
shelves. Lower portion with two drawers and two enclos- 
ing doors, inset quarter-round fluted pilasters. On sei*pen- 
tine bracket feet.

827 — Carved Walnut Cabinet Henry IV Period 

Oblong molded top ; fitted with two doors enriched with cir- 
cular medallions occupied by classic heads, supported by 
chimeric birds, parted by a baluster surmounted by a Gothic 
figure; arabesqued pilasters with Corinthian capitals. 
Scroll and cartouche-enriched drawer below. On straight 
supports adorned with arched leaf-motives. Paneled back 
with strap-arabesqued floral motives. Molded arch plinth. 
Doors trimmed with forged iron open-traceried long hinges 
and escutcheons.

828 — Carved Ebony Cabinet Henry IV Period 

Rectangular; enclosed by upper and lower doors richly 
paneled with central octagonal medallions displaying low- 
relief classic subjects. “Imperial Jove and Persephone” 
and “Cupid and Psyche,” surrounded by broken-wave mo- 
tived outer panels. Upper interior fitted with similar en- 
closing door and two shelves. Dull green Pompeian marble 
top.

829 — Carved Oak Cabinet Late Tudor Period 

Enriched molded cornice; curiously fitted with three upper 
doors, two lower doors and a series of three panels at foot, 
all parted with guilloche-molded rails. The upper doors 
enriched with medallioned heads and rosette at center; the 
lower doors, each with long cross panels having scroll-medal- 
lioned heads, two vertical below, variously with cartouches 
centered with mask and wheels. 

Height, 6 feet; width, 5 feet 5 inches. 


830 — Carved Mahogany Cabinet Dutch Eighteenth Century 
Upper portion with scrolled serpentine molded cornice; en- 
riched with scrolled cartouches and leaf sprays. Enclosed 
with two glazed, shaped doors and similar ends, fluted half- 
columned pilasters ; interior fitted with two shelves. I.ower 
portion with bombe front having three long drawers, 
trimmed with original open, festooned and scrolled brass 
handles and escutcheons. Serpentined outscrolled pilasters 
finished with floral cartouches at crown ; on claw feet.

831 — Carved Walnut Cabinet Desk Queen Anne Period 
Upper portion : with scroll-molded domed cornice enriched 
with central cartouche motive; most unusual scroll bracket- 
shape ends with formal leafage; the front enclosed by an 
oblong, mirrored door following the contour of cornice at 
crown; interior finely fitted with a vertical series of inlaid 
central drawers flanked by compartments. Lower portion: 
with slant writing fall disclosing a stepped interior having 
three series of drawers similarly inlaid to those in interior 
of top, and a sliding secret compartment under; the front 
with one mock and four long drawers. Trimmed with ori- 
ginal open-back brass handles and escutcheons.

832 — Carved and Gilded Convex Mirror Georgian Period 
Circular molded frame; beautifully wreathed with acanthus 
leafage supporting at sides two eagles above double- 
branched arms for lights. Surmounted by a screeching 
eagle with outspread wings. Supported by an elaborate 
acanthus-leaf husk at foot. Original gilding slightlv re- 
touched. Height, 6 feet 6 inches. 


833 — Oak Refectory Table Jacobean Period 

Massive, demountable, single-piece top with end clamps; 
sunk molded frieze slightly bracketed at ends. Supported 
on fine balustered legs with heavy, oblong box-stretcher. 

Height, 2 feet 8 inches; length, 9 feet 6 inches; width, 2 feet 
8i^ inches.

834 — Decorated Oak Press English Eeventeenth Century 
Deeply molded cornice interrupted with three leaf-brackets. 
Enclosed with two tri-paneled doors parted and flanked 
by pilasters enriched with parcel-gilded floral drops in the 
manner of Sir Christopher Wren. Ends similarly paneled. 
Decorated on black grounds \^ath wreaths of flowers and 
sprays of oak-leaves in low tones and gilding. On molded 
plinth and stump feet. 

Height, 7 feet 2 inches; width, 5 feet 10 inches.

835 — Carved Mahogany Tester Bed Chippendale Period 
Two posts at foot, finely reed-fluted and enriched with 
acanthus leafage above square molded legs ; square back 
posts. Rails adorned with leaf brackets. Tester embel- 
lished with spiral gadroons having open acanthus leafage 
at centers and corners. 

Height, 8 feet 5 inches; length, 7 feet 3 inches; width, 5 feet 
2 y 2 inches.

836 — Aubusson Verdure Tapestry Seventeenth Century 

‘‘Birds and Trees.” Two mating birds occupy the center 
branches of fine old trees ; woven in rich greens, old yellows, 
rich browns and ivory. Finished with narrow borders at 
sides and a deep border at foot displaying a cartouched 
miniature landscape festooned with flowers ; woven in more 
varied colors. (Needs restoration.)

837 — Aubusson Tapestry Seventeenth Century 

“Birds and Trees.” Uneven foreground, overgrown with 
flowers animated by birds and rabbits; groups of large- 
foliaged trees arbor a distant vista of rising wooded countrv 
crested by habitations. Woven in rich greens, blues, yel- 
lows, pinks, tans and ivories. Border of bow-knotted, closely 
placed flowers and leafage in pastel colors on tawny brown 
ground.

Molded gray Brioche top and enclosing moldings to frieze 
and pilasters. Frieze of statuary marble enriched with a 
basket of trailing roses; similar pilasters with rosettes at 
blocks and vases of flowers below. Three rare iron linings 
cast in bas-relief with classic central scene, the sides with 
scrolled medallions of nymphs and cupids.

Height, 9 feet; xcidth, 4 feet 

Spring, Summer, Autumn and Winter are the varied subjects, 
painted in dull red camaieu, within oval medallions at crown, 
‘‘after bas-relief by Boucliardon.” The medallions are pendent 
from bow-knotted, oblong frames enriclicd with festoons and gar- 
lands of flowers and bearing at foot large, fluted vases variously 
festooned with laurel, grapes and vines and flanked by brilliantly 
])lumag(Hl birds. On ivory-gray grounds.

840 — PASTORALS {Four Panels for a Reception Room) 

Height, 7 feet 6 inches; width of A and B, 4 feet 5 inches, 
and of C and D, 3 feet 7 inches 

(a) In the foreground two children playing before a mill stream, 
a mill and an ancient castle transformed into a farmhouse at 
right; wooded hills and the mill-dam seen in the distance; near the 
door of the mill a peasant feeds her chickens. 

(b) On a stream flowing across the foreground is a peasant 
woman about to land from a punt ; a brood of ducks animate the 
stream, which is crossed at left by a rustic stone bridge. Beyond, 
at right, is a high-peaked towered farmhouse; in the distance, 
trees close the pleasant scene. 

(c) A shepherd, in the foreground, is seated beside a rocky stream 
flowing at right, his small flock of sheep nearby. A roadway winds 
between two ancient cottages to a lake beyond, crested by wooded 
hills. 

(d) A sluggish stream winds from behind a cottage at left and 
almost fills the foreground. Willows and other trees are on its 
banks and a fine clump of ancient trees canopies the cottage ; its 
steps and approach animated by a dog, fowl and a peasant woman 
at her avocations.

(a) a peasant couple in conversation are seated and leaning on 
a parapet in a wooded foreground before a river animated \\dth 
a sailboat and several men at a mooring near the bank ; beyond, 
on the far bank, is a wooded hill.

(b) a group of peasants going to market are resting on the 
wayside at left under a clump of ancient trees. Another peasant 
and a dog approach on a pathway winding from the right.
